NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 23rd May, 1978 

G.S.R. 298(F,).— The following Ordci made bv the Presi¬ 
dent on the 20th May, 1978 is published fui gcncial 
information ;— 

ORDER 

In exercise of tilt powers confcired by clauses (3) and 
(4) of article 371-D of the Constitution, the Piesidcnt heieby 
makes the lollowing Order to amend the Andhra Pradesh 
Administrative Tribunal' Order, 1975, namely :— 

1, (1) This Older may be called the Andhra Pradesh, 

Administrative Tribunal (Amendment) Older, 1978. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publica¬ 
tion in the official Gazette, 

2. In the Andhra Pradesh Administrative Tribunal Older, 
1975, (hereinafter referred to as the principal Order), in 
paragraph 7, for sub-paragraph (3), the following sub-para¬ 
graph shall be substituted, namely : — 

"(3) Eveiy representation under this paiagraph shall be 
in the form ol a petition supported by an affidavit and 
shall be accompanied by court fee slumps of the 
value of Rs. 50.00 : 


Provided that no person who holds, or has herd, any 
public post leferred to in paiagraph 6 of this Order 
and who diaws, or was drawing on the last day 
while holding such public post, as the case may be, 
a pay of less than Rs. 300 per mensem shall be 
requiicd to pay the fees : 

Provided further that where the Tribunal refuses to 
admit a representation, it may, in its discretion, 
order the refund of the fees so paid." 

3. In pai ugiaph 10 of the principar Order— 

(i) in sub-paragraph (2), for the proviso, the following 
provisos shall be substituted, namely :— 

"Piovided that a single member may,— 

(i) here and determine the proceedings transferred 
to the Tribunal from the High Court or any 
other civil court in the State under paragraph 14 
of this Order ; 

(ii) initially admit, but not determine, a representa¬ 
tion oi petition in relation to any matter which 
is required to be heard and determined under 
sub-pnragiaphs (3) and (4) of this paragraph by 
a Division Bench or a Full Bench and make 
an Older granting interim relief to the party con¬ 
cerned or modify or-revoke any order so made : 

Provided further that the member before whom the 
matter is posted foi hearing may at any time ad¬ 
journ it for hearing and determination by a Divi¬ 
sion Bench or a Full Bench." ; 

(ii) for sub-paragraphs (3) and (4), the following sub- 

paragraphs shall be substituted, namely :— 

“<3) Any matter relating to or arising out of the appli¬ 
cation of the provisions of the Andhra Pradesh 
Public Employment (Organisation of Local Cadres 
and Regulation of Direct Recruitment) Order, 1975, 
not being a matter which is required to be heard 
und determined by a Full Bench under sub-para- 
giaph (4) of this paragraph, may be heard and 
determined by a Division Bench : 

Piovided that if both the members of a Bench agree 
that the determination involves a question of subs¬ 
tantial importance, they may order that the matter 
or question at issue be icferrcd to a Full Bench. 

(4) A Full Bench shall be a Bench of any number 
not less than three of the members and the fol¬ 
lowing matters may be heard and determined by 
a Full Bench, namely 

(i) matters involving the interpretation of any of 
the provisions of the Andhra Pradesh Public 
Employment (Organisation of Local Cadres and 
Regulation of Direct Recruitment) Order, 1975 
or any order made thereunder; 

(ii) a]/ mahers arising out of the integration of any 
services of the State consequent on the provisions

(hi) any other matter which Is assigned to, or refer¬ 
red to, it."
